Vandenberg * proposal to hold the old age 
benefit tax to I percent each on employe and em­ 
ployer till disbursement* make a higher tax neces­ 
sary, Instead of letting the tax rise automatically to 
Ha maximum of 3 percent each on wage* received 
and paid out, has this in its favor: 
It would short-circuit diversion of old age security 
payments to current operating expenses 
Instead of 
paying Into the fund now and later making up the 
deficit indirectly through further taxation when old 
age payments begin to be paid out of the fund in 
volume, beneficiaries of the plan would do It only 
once. 
Once is enough. 
This presume* the government either would curtail 
th* rate of spending which make* diversion of old 
age security reserves necessary, or would be forced 
to bolster its high rate of spending with direct taxes 
In the latter event, the burden likely would be 
distributed in accordance with ability to pay, whereas 
social security payments are drawn arbitrarily from 
one group of the population, regardless of the ability 
of its members to pay. 
It really means Industrial 
and white collar workers are paying a special tax 
toward the current operation of the government 
under the pretense the tax is for their own benefit 
Their increasing resentment of such duplicity gives 
force to the Vandenberg proposal.
